Telephone C»ed to Summon Yale 


Athlete* and Prei ent Fretting-. 
Yale has adopted an innovation in 


athletics that is likely to be copied at 
other universities, says the New York 
American and Journal. This is a tele- 
phone between the field and the dress- 
ing room. When the athletes are want- 
ed for a certain event the clerk of the 
course simply telephones to the dress- 
ing room and the men wanted prompt- 
ly appear. 


Heretofore it has b< en customary to 


send messengers to the dressing room 
to summon the athletes. As the mes- 
sengers did not care, as a rule, to over- 
work themselves, they would summon 
the competitors for several events at 
one time. This resulted in the field be- 
ing filled with nervous athletes await- 
ing their turn to compete. 


By the new system the athletes are 


enabled to remain on their couches un- 
til a minute or two before their race, 
with the result that they come to the 
mark in much better condition so far 
as the nerves are concerned.

FROM THE FLOOD LANDS. 


Telegrapher 
Describes 


Incident 
of 
Oregon 


Gloudburst*=Heppner 
a Veritable Trap. 


F. G. Hart, the telegraph operator 


for the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion company at Heppner, recently 
wrote for the New York World and 
sent by wire an account of a tragic mo- 
ment in the flood in which he had a 
.miraculous escape from death, taking 
with him four children. James Ker- 
nan, 
the station agent, and his wife, 


whose daughter (Katie) Hart had with 
him, 
would have escaped also had not 


Ke'rnan stopped to call Portland in an 
effort to inform the outside world that 
Heppner was being overwhelmed with 
waters. Here is the account from Mr. 
Hart, dated Lexington, Ore.: 


"I was working ill the Oregon Rail- 


way and Navigation company's office 
at the time that the flood was coming 
clown upon us. I was writing a letter 
to my parents, who live in HJIgard, 
Ore. I noticed that it was raining very 
hard, and, in company with Mr. Ker- 
nan, 
the station agent, his wife and his 


fifteen-year-old daughter, watched the 
creek. We did not realize that it was 
rising so fast until we heard a terrific 
roar. Then I called the attention of 
Mr. and Mrs. Keruan to the flood 
which was coming, with the water roll- 
ing over 


Charles A. Taylor, the playwright was . 
a veritable trap for such a flood as the 
one which recently brought death to 
a large number of its population. Mr. 
Taylor has several friends there, and 
believes that many of them were vic- 
tims of the cloudburst. 


"The first time I went to Heppner," 


he said to a New York Evening Journal 
reporter, "was iu'November, 1901. The 
town was twenty-six miles from the 
main line and the trip there was slow 
and tedious. The railroad ran along 
Willow creek, which was a strong 
mountain stream in a deep valley. 


"My company was the first that had 


been to Heppner in three years, and I 
never saw people so glad to see actors. 
There was no room for us in the 
small but well equipped hotel, but the 
landlord turned out enough guests to 
make 
us 
comfortable. 
We 
were 


treated royally on all sides and noth- 
ing seemed too good for us. 


"The very thought of going to see 


a play seemed to thrill them, and that 
night the little opera house, which was 
used for charitable entertainments al- 
most entirely, was packed to the doors. 
The same thing was true the next 
night, und Mr. Crawford, proprietor of 
the hotel, told mo that every man, 
woman and child in the city who was 
not ill had seen the show. 


"The wealth of the town was re- 


markable. There did not seem to be 
any poor people there. They seemed 
perfectly satisfied with one another and 
were willing to let the world outside 


and"over""picking "up and progress without their aid. The hotel

DoableTrmelt Highway to Start From 


I.ODK Inland City to Montault Point 
and Be Inclomed by Wire Fence* 


' And Hedge*—Would Be Forty Feet

A motorway across the backbone of 


Long Island, extending from Long Is- 
land City to Montauk Point, an unin- 
terrupted double trackway of steel 
plates for 112 miles, free from dust 
and mud, lacking in sun-light glare

which General Roy Stone has outlined 


t the instance of officials of the Na- 


tional Association of Automobile Man- 
facturers and the American Automo- 
>ile Association, says the New York 
American and Journal. 


A year ago there was much talk con- 


••erning a fifty mile speedway for mo- 
or driven vehicles on Long Island, 
and the disappearance of this idea 
aused General Stone, who is recog- 
nized as one of the leading experts of 
he country in highway construction, 
o prepare plans for an even greater 
tretch of road than that in which \ 
members of the Automobile Club of 
America were the prime movers. 


A quick route from New York to 
Newport is what one enthusiast de- 
Blared when the proposition was made 
mown to him,, and this phase of the 
motorway may attract aid from influ- 
ential sources. 


The suggested route starts from the 
anding of Blackwell's island bridge in 
,ong Island City, thence running be- 
ween Jackson avenue and the Long 
sland railroad as a sunken inclosed 
road and continuing nearly parallel to 
:he same avenue, following if practi- 
cable the right of way of the aban- 
doned Oliver Charlick railway to the 
Flushing meadows, passing 
beneath 


he North Shore railroad and the Co- 
rona electric road at the point where 
:hey descend 
upon the 
meadows; 


thence across the meadows along the 
ine of the old Long Island Central 
railroad 
and 
following that 
line 


through its long summit cutting to 
Jreedmoor and Floral Park, touching 
there Belmont's new race course; 
thence across Hempstead plains and 
along the southern foot of the Beth- 
page, Half Hollow, Brentwood, Ron- 
tonkoma, Coram and Dix's hills, keep- 
ing the middle line of the island be- 
tween the heights and the plain as far 
as the heights extend and then straight 
through the level pine woods to Good 
Ground, and so on to Montauk. 


The plans for the motorway call for 


a double track of steel plates, witU 
slight" indentations, each track about 
five feet between centers, with ten 
feet space between the tracks and the 
same outside, making the whole road- 
way forty feet wide. Outside of this 
would be hedges and a wire netting 
fence to keep out animals and beyond 
that a row of trees on each side, all 
high ways "to be carried over the motor- 
way by raising them perhaps five feet 
and depressing the motorway to the 
same extent 


The entrance to the motorway would 


be by gates from the important high- 
ways, and those would be the toll- 
gates. Between midnight and morning 
the road could be used for motor 
freight vehicles for farm and garden 
traffic. When used for formal races 
all other traffic could be shut off. 


It is estimated that the road com- 


plete could be constructed for $15.000 
per mile, $1,660,000 for the 112 miles 
The cost of operation would be the 
taking of tolls and the care of the 
grass and hedges, little or no repairs 
being retraired for many years.

Loco 
weed is a plant which sets animals 
crazy and eventually causes their 
death if its use is continued, says the 
Kansas City Journal.

NOVEL BOAT CONTROLLER. 


Device to Direct • Venue!'* Move, 


mentii From Land. 


Charles Aldeu of Dorchester, Mass., 


recently completed a series of experi- 
ments by which be Is enabled to con- 
trol all the movements of a boat in 
midstream while sitting ou the bank. 
Bays a Boston special to the New York 
Times. 


The device used is similar to the 


wireless telegraph. The scene of bis 
operations is at Milton, on tbe Nepon- 
set river. 
Hero a long pole wound 


with two large coils of wire is set in 
tbe ground near to nu eight volt bat- 
tery, generator and a. transmitter. The 
boat, which is seven feet long, is Ctted 
witb an elaborate receiving apparatus. 


By moans of tbc transmitter on tbe 


shore tbe inventor sends wireless im- 
pulses to the boat and is able to make 
it weigh anchor, cast off, go abend, 
back water and perform 
all other 


movements of a real vessel. 


Alden states that It will be easy to 


put such an apparatus into operation 
in a large boat, tbe only thing neces- 
sary being to direct and send tbe im- 
pulse from tbe transmitter on shore to 
the receiver ou tbe boat. 


The inventor is now at work on a 


model of a lifeboat to be similarly 
managed, and lie believes the device 
can be put into practice on big boats.
